1952 Tax Rate Of $44- 
Up $4 Over Last Year 


A tax rate of $44 per $1000 has been announced by the 
assessors, an increase of $4 over last year. 

The increase, as explained by Chairman Roy E. Hardy of 
the board of assessors, is due to several factors. There was 
an increase of more than $40,000 for the operation of the 
school department; the appropriation for charities was in- 


creased $15,000; the reqular 


department appropriations went 


up another $15,000, and the bond payment and interest account 


was increased $10,000, a total 


A year ago the tax rate was in- 
creased $4 over the $36 rate of the 
two previous years, Amounts ap- 
propriated for the two new elemen- 
tary schools, salary increases for 
town employees and a decrease in 
the amount received from the state 
were largely responsible for the 
jump. This was’partly offset by an 
increase in property taxes and in 
town receipts, 

In arriving at the $44 rate for 
the current year the assessors 
used the following figures in their 
analysis: 

Receipts and available funds — 
State, $216,946.02; town, $295,000., 
available funds, $44,755.83; local 
taxation, $938,188.47; total, $1,- 
494,890.32, Last year this total 
was $1,694,642.17 due to the large 
amount of available funds made up 
of $275,000 from free cash for new 
schools; $75,000 from the post-war 
rehabilitation fund for new schools; 
and $65,000 that the 1951 town 
meeting voted from free cash to re- 
duce the tax rate.

Do Not Go Under 
Under Oak Tree 
In Thunderstorm 


An oak is the most dangerous 
tree to stand under during a thun- 
der storm, 

Au elm is next. Other trees most 
susceptible to be hit by lightning 
are pines, ashes, poplars and 
maples in that order, reports 
George M. Codding, vice president 
of the Bartlett Tree Expert Co. 

No tree is immune to lightning 
injury, but somehow the beech is 
safest of all. 

The best shelter during an elect- 
tric storm is in an auto or inside a 
building. Keep away from tall 
trees, beaches, exposed hilltops 
and wire fences, 

The taller a tree the more likely 
it is to become a lightning target. 
Deep rooted trees are apt to be hit 
with more frequency than shallow

Even standing near a 75 to 100+ 
foot tree during a thunderstorm can 
be unsafe. Lightning may jump 
from the tree to your body. It may 


enter your body after striking the | 


ground, Or it may cause the tree to 
explode and flying fragments would 
Cause injury, 

Tall trees, like the Empire State 
Building, sometimes can be hit by 
lightning without a thunderclap, 
What happens is this: During a 
Storm a negative electrical charge 
builds up in the sky and the winds 
sweep it along. An equal but posi- 
tive charge is building up in the 
earth and races along the ground 
beneath the clouds. Normally, the 
charge in the clouds is attracted 
to the one beneath. Suddenly the 
two meet in a blinding flash. The 
bolt travels down and it always 
thunders. 

Sometimes, however, the nega- 
tive charge on the ground builds up 
at needle-like points — such as 
tall trees and buildings, Then when 
the electrical field in the clouds 
comes along, the charge in the 
earth shoots up in the sky. No 
thunder results. 

Lightning usually strikes twice 
in the same spot within a few 
millionths of a second. And one 
lightning observer discovered that 
lightning struck 40 times in the 
Same spot over a period of years. 

Trees can be turned into giant 
lightning rods, protecting the tree 
and surrounding area. A loosely 
woven copper conductor is extend- 
ed from the treetop down the forks 
along the trunk and grounded deep 
in the soil beyond the branch 
spread, Lightning striking such a 
tree is carried harmlessly into the 
ground,
